The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the combination of the claimed method 
for producing a pack made of thin cardboard with an outer wrapper made of thermally sealable 
and shrinkable material as supported by the reasons provided in the remarks filed on 09/22/2006. 

As to claim 45; see the reasons for allowance as disclosed in the office action mailed on 
06/22/2006. 

As to claim 48; the prior art of record fails to disclose among other steps and as argued in 
the filed remarks the steps of thermally pre-sealing a side tabs; overlapping bottom tabs and top 
tabs; thermally pre-sealing the overlapping bottom and top tabs; and subsequently permanently 
sealing the side tabs, bottom tabs, and top tabs.
